On June 15, 1855, England's news- 
paper stamp duty was abolished, and 
the reign of the cheap daily began. 
This ‘tax on knowledge” was first m- 
posed in 1712 and was made most se- 
vere by the act of 1420, which fixed 
it at 8 cents a sheet, with 87 cents 
duty on each advertisement. The 
Whigs reduced the duty to a penny in 
1836,-but- when the Crimean war broke 
out and every one wanted the 
even a penny duty was found to be 
intolerable. Its repeal is called the 
Magna Charta of the British preas.

The investigaticns made by Hon. 
Mr. Ellison and his assistants have 
disclosed many new and interesting 
facts in connection with the little 
known Vancouver Island Alps, one of 
which is that there exist, in all 
probability, other and higher peaks 
than Crown Mountain, in the vicin- 
ity of the Provincial Park, to tempt 
the skill, the daring and the endur- 
ance af new generations of moun- 
taineers; while another is that the 
Park boundaries extend fully seven 
miles further northerly than had 
been supposed. The park is describ- 
ed by Col. W. J. H. Holmes, C.E., 
P.L.8, who made a careful. triangu- 
lation survey of Buttle Lake and the 
surrounding areas, as “situated in 
the shape of a right-angled triangle, 
With its north-westerly apex some 
few miles to the south of the fiftieth 
parallel, and about 26 miles from the 
east coast of Vancouver Island. It 
then follows the boundary line of the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway re- 
| Serve for forty-four. miles south- 
easterly, thence turning due west 
until met by‘a perpendicular dropped 
from the north-western apex. This 
enclosed area contains between 270 
| and 300 square miles of mountains, 
glaciers, lakes and rivers. Buttle 
Lake itself is eighteen and a half 
miles long, and (at a maximum) one 
mile wide, its shores and hillsides 
covered with fir and cedar, gradually 
giving lace to sharply-pointed 
masses of rock towering to heights of 
from 4,000 to 8,000 feet, covered on 
their northern faces with perpetual 
snows. To the east of the Lake, the 
Albert Edward and Alexandria ranges 
dominate the scene.” 

“The view from Crown Mountain,” 
says Hon. Mr. Ellison’s official re- 
port, “is a glorious one of the Vic- 
toria peaks dominating all the sur- 
rounding country. One of these, 
King George Peak, rises for 3,000 feet 
with sheer walls on all sides, and 
the whole leaning over to the north at 
& surprising angle. To the north— 
almost beneath—fed by the living 
snows of Crown Mountain, is an un- 
fathomable emerald-green lake entire- 
ly shut in on three sides by the 
horseshoe conformation of Crown 
Mountain, this lake being the source 
of Adams river, which winds away 
to the north through a deeply in- 
| dented forest landscape, until it dis- 


appears behind a long range of moun- 
tains in the middle distance. In the 
background, crowning this range, 
oppeer the snow-covered mountains 
of the British Columbia mainland, 
between Knight's and Bute Inlet. 
| To the east, through a gap between 
| Myra and Flanagan Mountains, a 
long valley opens out, containing 
lower Campbell Lake and_ 
board around Cape Mudge. To the 
south, the eye meets a never-ending

A REMARKABLE COACH. 


Harry Griffith Has a Genius for Get- 
ting Rugby Material. 

If anyone will dispute the state- 
ment that the greatest athletic coach 
in Canada is Mr. Harry Griffith, of 
the ’Varsity Rugby team, no one 
will deny that he is a remarkable 
personality. .Mr. Griffith differs al- 
most completely from the traditional 
idea of a coach. As he wanders along 
the side-lines enveloped in his over- 
coat, he strikes the average onlooker 
as being slightly undersized, and his 
manner is so unassertive that one 
wonders how it ever becomes com- 
manding. As a matter of fact, he 
does not get results by shouting at 
his men, but goes about his work 
with quiet earnestness, studying the 
team scientifically and adopting the 
same means of strengthening its 
k—peints.-»-Its s volumes for 
his bearing that, even’ after a whole 
season on the playing field as one of 
the boys, he is still ‘‘Mr. Griffith’ to 
all of them. The figure of Mr. Grif- 
fith will linger in the memories of 
those who have seen him on the 
side-lines long after more conspicu- 
ous and noisy coaches are forgotten. 
He invariably carries a cane, and his 
pipe is his constant comnanion. It 
has been said that Mr. Griffith has 
only one way of showing excitement 
—anybody watching him notices that 
he is pulling hard and fast at his 
little smoker. 

His success as a coach has been 
almost abnormal. When he taught 
at Ridley College, the St. Catharines 
preparatory school had the greatest 
team of its history, and when he 
came to Toronto he began immedi- 
ately to’ manufacture winning teams 
at the University. He has won the 
Intercollegiate and Dominion cham- 
pionships, and this year annexed the 
Yates’ Cup, accomplishing the feat 
for the first time in the history of 
the Intercollegiate League. This 
record is a triumph for brain and 
personality. 

During one of the games at Rose- 
dale this season, a representative of 
an Eastern college was speaking of 
the wonderful showing of the ’Varsity 
team. ‘“‘You seem to have struck a 
regular mine of Rugby material,” he 
said, “and judging from your new 
players, it is not yet showing any 
signs of running out.” 

“Oh, it is not so much the mater- 
ial,” said a Toronto enthusiast, point- 
ing to where Mr. Griffith was puffiing 
his pipe on the side-lines, “the im- 
portant thing is to have that little 
man put his stamp on it.”

DANCES OUT WEST. 


Englishwoman Describes Her Impres- 
sions For Her Countrywomen. 


An Englishwoman in the Canadian 
West, Gertrude Laird, has written 
some of her experiences for The Lon- 
don Mail, and we quote what she hae 
to say about a rural dance, and the 


advice she offers other Englishwomen | 


who emigrate to the wheat country. 
“Dancing is,’’ she says, ‘‘a great re- 
source. The first dance I went to was 
for young people only. The girls all 
arrived first and sat in a row along 
the wall, and at a given moment the 
young men burst in, marched past the 


girls, and shook hands with each, 
with the remark: “Pleased to see 
you.” We then began to dang, sol- 


emnly and slowly; no romping or hop 
waltzes at these dances. Most of the 
men wore boots, none had gloves, and 
only one had a dress suit. The cos- 
tumes of the girls were varied, but 
all very short, tweed suits being ap- 
parently considered suitable. I was 
the only one in a low dress. I soon 
saw the wisdom of a short'skirt; the 
floor was thick in dust, and my long 
skirt swept it up like a motor car. 
Halfway through the dance, the girla 
once more resumed their seats and 
the. young men vanished, reappearing 
with stacks of huge plates and mas- 
sive cups, baskets packed with large 
sandwiches with the crusts on, and a 
varied assortment of cake. A _ plate 
and a cup were deposited on your 
lap, and you took as much sandwich, 
cake, and coffee as you were likely to 
consume. There are aleo card parties 
innumerable during the winter even- 
ings, when one sits and plays euchre 
for hours in boiling hot rooms (80 de- 
grees is conside a pleasant tem- 
peraturé for houses; but 1 know many 
of them were upon 100 degrees). 
wore my thinnest summer garments 
the whole winter, and was often to? 
warm then. 

“Do not be too insular to conform 
to custom. Never start eating at table 
until everybody is helped; always put 
on your best clothes if you want to go 
out to post a letter or get a pound of 
tea; wear your rubbers an every pos- 
sible occasion; drink tea with your 
dinner, learn the proper way to eat 
Indian corn, and do not brag about 
the Old Country. 

“In fact, keeping humor paramount, 
learn to combine the many excellent 
points of Canadian life with the re- 
finement and homeliness of England, 
then Englishwomen will make a great 
mark in Canada, and will cease to be 
looked upon, as they too often are 
nowadays, as s0 many curiosities.”

But the profits made | 
would be increased by thousands of 
pounds yearly were it not for the fact 
that hundreds of small traders palm 
off spurious articles on the unsuspect- | 
ing shopper, says a writer in An- | 
swers. | 

To combat this evil, firms of world- 
reputations employ pill ‘tecs, | 
whose duty it is to bring these dis- | 
honest traders .to’ book, and it was | 
while acting as a pill ‘te¢ that I en- 
joyed somé of the most exciting ex- | 
periences of my life. | 

The firm for whom I worked manu- | 
facture pills which are soli at 1s. 
11-2d. a b6x. But, recognizing that { 
this is rather a high price for poor | 
people to pay, they allow retailers to 
dispose of them at four a penny. This| 
has given. dishonest traders a fine! 
opening. Spurious pills are manu-' 
factured in canisters of 30,000, | 

The difficulty in detecting the of-| 

fenders lies in their reluctance to! 
supply an invoice minutely describ-: 
ing the pills, and without this legal 
proceedings would be futile. 
_ Disguised as a barman who had| 
ust. come from a neighboring publie-'| 
ouse, in shirt-sleéves and apron, 
and hatless, I gave my attention to; 
a man. who had been working the| 
spurious pill dodge in Petticoat Lane} 
for three years. In regular visits,, 
extending over three weeks, I pur.-: 
chased sponges, tooth-powder, fuller’s 
earth, scent, face-powder, and a host 
of other articles. 

Then, one day, when the list of 
purchases was a particularly long 
one, I asked for twopenny-worth of 
my firm’s pills, and demanded that 
they should be included with the 
other goods on the invoice. The ulti- 
mate result of my three weeks’ per- 
severance was a fine of £10 and costa. 

Posing as a ship’s steward about 
to sail for China, I took a room for 
a month in the neighborhood of the (° 
Tidal Basin, and persistently visited 
the shop of an alien chemist some 
distance away. My story was that 
I was buying goods for the ship's 
purser, and I gathered in a large 
stock of sardines, ham, tea, jam, and 
tinned milk. Every now and then I 
asked. for twopennyworth of pills, and 
I soon discovered he was selling 
spurious articles. . 

One morning I spent 16s., and then 
told the tradesman that the purser 
had been gomplaining that the ar- 
ticles were not clearly identified on 
the invoices’.

30s. or £2 a week. I have enough 
tooth-powder to last me for years.

Keeping house in India seems cheap 
until one comes to understand the con- 
ditions. Servants charge almost noth- 
ing in comparison with their class in 
the Wnited States. One can get 
cooks for $3 a month and house men 
for less. The trouble is that the Eng- 
lishman has to hire a dozen servants 
in India where he has one at home. 
The caste regulations are such that 
each man will do only one kind of 
work. The man who washes the dishes 
will not make the beds, and he who 
makes the beds will not sweep or car- 
ry the water. The cook will not act 
as scullion, and so it goes on. If one 
wishes to keen ‘horses, he must have 
a groom to each horse, and to every 
two horses a man to cut grass for 
them. Every child has its own nurse, 
and the result is that one needs many 
servants, The servants are nearly all 
men, the women acting only as ladies’ 
maids and sometimes as nurses, With 
the cther sex the same rules prevail; 
the maid who waits upon one’s wife 
will do nothing else, \

in Whistier’s Butterfly Could Be Found 
the Monogram J. W. 

The, mystic emblem or device of a 
sort of Whistierized butterfy was 
adopted in the sixties by the eccentric 
genius James Abbott Whistler, who 
changed his name later to James Mce- 
Neill Whistler. 

Close study will reveal that this pe- 
culiar scroll is really a monogram of 
J. W. The earliest of the etchings to 
bear the butterfly is “Chelsea Wharf” 
(1863), but many paintings and etch- 
ings after that date are signed “Whis- 
tler.” 

Artists have sometimes signed their 
pictures in some distinct form instead 
of their names. It generally was done 
when the name might suggest some 
emblem or symbol. 

Thus Hieronymus Cock demarked 
two fighting cocks on his panels; Mari- 
otto Albertinelli signed a cross with 
two interlaced rings, referring to the
